Disastro us Fire In Univ ersity City Held Due to Bro ken 
High Po wer Wire; Famo us Reso rts Razed As 
Winds Cause Flames to Spread

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 18.— Lo ss in the fires whkh swept Cen­ 
tral Califo rnia during the last 3 6 ho urs mo unted this afterno o n clo se to 
$15 ,000,000. The figures grew when C. C. Ensley , head o f the Berkeley , 
Calif., bo ard o f fire underwriter« anno unced that his o rganizatio n plactd 
the lo ss in Berkeley alo ne at $10,000,000 instead o f $5 ,000,000 as 
prev io usly e*timated. 
Repo rts o f fires sweeping the to wns o f El Do rado , Wo o dacre and 
Markham, to gether with heav y lo sses to timber o wners, and destructio n 
o f bridges and railro ad trestles still farther increased the estimates. 
Repo rts this afterno o n indicated all fires were either under co ntro l 
o r checked ex cepting the o ne at El Do rado which was still burning 
Berkeley , seat o f the Univ ersity o f Califo rnia and ho me o f tho us­ 
ands o f perso ns o f mo re than usual wealth, saw fifty blo cks o f her fin­ 
est dwellings fall into blackened wreckage during the fire. 
In the Sonoma valley—“the val> 
ley of the moon”— made famous by 
Jack London—Boyes Springs, train ­ 
ing ground for baseball players and 
approxim ately 100 summer homes 
and farm houses, were swept away 
by forest fire. 
In the R ussian river section of 
Sonoma county, where San F ran ­ 
ciscans go for th eir week-end rest, 
probably an other 100 summer cot­ 
tages and sm all ran ch houses were 
burned by an other fire. 
Still 
an other 
m ajor 
fire 
de­ 
stroyed the 
Johan n esberg 
resort 
in Napa county and 
burned 
per­ 
haps a score of cottages 
strewn 
through the hills. 
Town W iped Out 
The town of M arkham in Sono­ 
ma county, a sm all settlem ent, was 
en tirely wiped out.

"Traffic in gold” Isforb idden b y 
a form al act of the fre n c h legisla­ 
tu re, passed when the franc b egan 
to drop in 1919. Gold coins had al­ 
ready disappeared from circu lation 
b ecau se the gov ernm ent had requ i­ 
sitioned them for the pu rposes of 
the war. H oarding them m eans a 
heav y fine or imprisonment. Bu t 
the peasant who has a “woolen 
sock” fu ll cannot u nderstand why 
he shou ld hand them ov er when a 
20-franc piece is w orth 60 or 65 
francs in paper. He will do so only 
if it is m ade to appear tha t he is 
the gainer. The “gold diggers” do 
that.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Sept. 18 .-*The 
largest class of students for the 
ministry since the period immed­ 
iately following the 
Civil 
war 
will be enrolled at Xenia United 
Presbyterian theological seminary, 
St. Louis, at the opening term, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Melvin Grove Kyle, 
the president of 
the 
seminary. 
This indicates, he added, that a 
larger number of young men than 
formerly are now 
entering the 
ministry. 
Xenia 
is 
the 
oldest 
Protestant seminary in the coun­ 
try. 
“ The incoming classes of 1923, 
Dr. Kyle stated, in speaking of 
th,e future outlook for the semin­ 
ary, “added to the students now 
in the classes, 
will 
strain the 
facilities and equipment of the 
present 
organization 
and 
build­ 
ings. 
In the campaign for addi­ 
tional funds, which is being pre­ 
sented to United Presbyterians, 
we seek to place the^Seminary in 
position to grasp the greater ca 
reer offered it for the training 
of the increasing number of young 
men offering themselves for the 
ministry. 
“On the removal of the semin 
ary from Xenia, O., to St. Louis, 
where there seemed to be a great 
field for its service, the classes 
Immediately doubled in number. 
The time-honored custom of the 
seminary to receive students ol^all 
evangelical denominations without 
any dormitory or tuition charge 
aroused 
an immediate 
response 
from the 
churches. 
St 
Louis 
took the seminary to her heart 
and has since shown an increas­ 
ing affection.” 
On account of the attendance 
at seminaries being much smaller 
than at the average college, the 
expense 
of 
educating 
ministers 
per student is very much larger, 
Dr. Kyle stated. 
At Xenia it is 
about $700 per year for each stu 
dent, he said, which 
is 
much 
smaller than at some seminaries. 
“As nothing is charged the stu­ 
dent except actual cost of table 
board,” he explained, “it naturally 
follows, that the seminary must 
obtain the money from some oth­ 
er source for their support and 
training. 
A larger portion of this 
money 
comes 
and 
must 
come 
from 
the 
United 
Presbyterian 
church.” 
United Presbyterians in the sev­ 
en synods in control of the sem­ 
inary are asked to raise $500,- 
000. 
The goal for St. Louis ie 
set at $200,000.

Dr. W. W. Coblenz of the bu­ 
reau of standards in Detroit, says 
he is able to answer these 
ques- j | 
tions by means of a new method, S 
which permits him to measure the * 
heat of the 
stars. 
He 
has the 
Infra-red or heat rays of the plan-| 
ets absorbed by a water cell and j 
measures the 
radiation transmit­ 
ted by means of a vacuum thermo- 
couple. 
I « 
In the case of Jupiter, the h eat,’ 
radiations were found to be zero, 
showing that no internal planetary j 
heat, if such exists, penetrates the i 
outer space and that none of 
the 
sun’s rays, even if they reach the 
surface 
or lower atmosphere of 
the planet and are effective 
in 
wanning it, are able to return to 
outer space through the dense at­ 
mosphere. All radiation from 
the 
planet Jupiter is that of reflected 
sunlight. 
In the case of Saturn, which also 
has a dense atmosphere, it 
was 
found, however, that 15 per cent 
of the total radiation is heat ra­ 
diations from the surface of 
the 
planet or 
its atmosphere. 
Since 
spectroscopic 
observations 
show 
that the 
atmospheres of Jupiter 
and Saturn are similar in composi­ 
tion, either the atmosphere of Sa­ 
turn and so less effective in trap­ 
ping the sub’s rays, or else Saturn 
possesses 
considerable 
Internal 
heat, which 
is being 
radiated to 
outer space. 
Trapped By Venus 
So effective is the atmosphere of 
Venus in trapping radiations from 
Its surface that only 5 ppr 
cent 
of the total radiation from 
the 
planet is radiation of heat 
rays 
from the surface or lower atmos­ 
phere, in Bpite of 
the fact 
that 
Venus is so much nearer than the 
earth to the sun that twice 
the 
amount oi solar radiation reaches 
its outer atmosphere and should be 
available 
for heating 
its atmos­ 
phere and surface. 
In the case of the moon 8 0 per 
cent of the radiations were found 
to 
ho heat radiations. This re­ 
markably high percentage 
arises 
from the fact that there is very 
little, if any, atmosphere, so 
that 
practically all of the solar radia­ 
tion reaches 
the surface, 
which 
becomes highly heated and re.-ra- 
diates its acquired energy directly 
into space in the form of heat 
rays. The remaining 20 per cent is 
directly reflected sunlight. 
Mars Hot 
For Mars 30 per cent of the ra­ 
diations were found to be infra­ 
red or heat rays, indicating 
that 
the atmosphere is rare, and that 
the surface is highly heated by the 
sun’s rays. The measurements also 
showed that the 
southern hemis­ 
phere, at the time of the observa­ 
tions, was emitting more heat rays 
than the northern hemisphere. As 
the -winter 
season 
with its 
in­ 
creased cloudiness was approach­ 
ing in the northern Martian hem­ 
isphere, lower heat radiations were 
to be expected both because 
the 
surface was becoming cooler and 
because there were more clouds 
and mists present to trap the out­ 
going radiations. 
The radiations measurements ob­ 
tained 
for 
Mars by Dr. Coblez 
support the high values obtained 
by Professor Percival Lowell 
for 
the mean surface temperature 
of 
Mars, 48 degrees F, to 8 2 degrees 
F. The daily range of temperature 
on Mars 
is very 
high, 
possibly 
from below freezing at night to 70 
degrees F. at midday, according to 
reliable estimates.

Long Beach gives it an especial 
interest in the Coast highway and 
there are benefits for Long Beach 
which perhaps no other city along 
the route will get in the same 
measure,” he said. 
“Of course, the highway is be­ 
ing built In response to a de­ 
mand which is state-wide. 
There 
has long been felt the need of a 
boulevard 
which will skirt the 
coast from Mex ico to the Ore­ 
gon line, connecting with similar 
routes 
across 
Washington 
and 
Oregon. 
Logical H alt 
“Long Beach, however, Is locat­ 
ed an easy day’s drive from San 
Diego, the southern terminus of 
the highway. 
It is likewise locat­ 
ed an easy drive from Santa Bar­ 
bara, 
the nex t logical stopping 
place to the north. 
“The visitors from other states 
and from inland, seeking the ocean 
breezes 
during 
the 
summer 
months, now can come down the 
coast for much of the way, hut 
they are diverted into Los An­ 
geles and thence over the state 
highway 
to San Diego 
through 
W hittier, Fullerton, Anaheim and 
Santa Ana, 
never 
seeing 
Long 
Beach at alL unless they make 
a special effort to get there. 
“It goes without saying that the 
state highway commission is not 
looking to 
the advantages 
any 
particular town or section will get 
from the state highways, but it is 
a fact that Long Beach happens 
to accupy a strategic location on 
the coast which is going to make 
the new road a great asset.” 
Edw ards’ Opinion 
Commissioner Edwards also ex ­ 
pressed 
the 
opinion 
that 
Long 
Beach should use 
all 
possible 
legitimate pressure on the Los 
Angeles county supervisors to get 
them to repair the section of East 
Anaheim road, at the foot of Bix - 
by hill, along the San Gabriel 
river. 
For half a mile this piece of 
road has been almost impassible 
since last December, when high 
water washed out the pavement. 
There 
have 
been 
numerous 
promises and $15,000 was placed 
in the Los Angeles county budget, 
for this work, but up to this time 
nothing has been done. 
Orange 
county 
interests are 
now seeking to get the road pav­ 
ed from Garden Grove to con­ 
nect with East Anaheim road Into 
Long Beach and also to ex tend 
the paving east of Garden Grove 
to connect 
with 
Main street, 
Santa Ana, giving Orange county 
practically a new route into Long 
Beach and the harbor. 
The bad piece of road just in­ 
side the Los Angeles county line 
interferes with this plan, it is 
said, and tends to drive to Loa 
Angeles a certain amount of bus­ 
iness which should come here. 
Commissioner Edwards is the 
only Southern California member 
of the state highway commission 
and devotes special attention to 
the needs of this part of the 
state. 
The East Anaheim road, how­ 
ever, both through Los Angeles 
and Orange counties, is a county 
road and not a state highway, 
so that the commission has no 
jurisdiction over it.

A copy of the recent circular of 
the Better America Federation on 
direct legislation has reached the 
office of the Sacramento Bee and 
that paper uses its famous sting 
pretty effectiv ely on some of the 
material put forward by the feder­ 
ation. Knowing the powerful busi­ 
ness and political interests back 
of the federation, some papers are 
a little timid about criticising the 
propaganda sent out by the organ­ 
ization under the guise of patriot­ 
ism and respect for law. The.Bee, 
howev er, calls this particular cir­ 
cular “ A Voice From The Political 
Tomb” and 
rev iews 
its 
foolish 
statements in the following v igor­ 
ous manner. 
Ex ceedingly ridiculous is a 
circular recently issued by the 
Los Angeles branch of the Bet­ 
ter American Federation, 
at­ 
tacking the initiativ e, referen­ 
dum and the recall as v iolativ e 
of the federal constitution. 
But ev en more absurd is the 
declaration in the same publi­ 
cation that these progressiv e 
measures, adopted by a score 
or more of the states of the 
union, are the result of propa­ 
ganda “ adroitly directed by the 
Communistic 
Internationale 
with the object of undermining 
the federal constitution.” 
It is "self-ev ident,” say s this 
precious document, that the in­ 
itiativ e, referendum and recall 
are “ In v ital v ariance with the 
constitution.” 
Unfortunately for that con­ 
tention, the courts hav e been 
unable to find any thing to sup­ 
port it, although numerous at­ 
tempts 
hav e 
been 
made 
through these channels to de­ 
feat these progressiv e steps 
for the benefit and proteotion 
of The People. 
Ev en more laughable is the 
assertion in this circular that 
these means of direct legisla­ 
tion "are fostering the v ery dan­ 
ger the constitution so care­ 
fully prov ided against—of v est­ 
ing direct action in the hands 
of the people-at-large, instead 
of delegating action to care 
fully selected Representativ es, 
which is the hall-mark of this 
republic.” 
To be consistent, the federa­ 
tion 
should 
denounce 
the 
change In the federal constitu­ 
tion by which the v ote of each 
state for president and v ice 
president now is gov erned by 
popular choice, Instead of be­ 
ing left wholly to the discre­ 
tion of an 
electoral 
college 
composed of electors “ careful­ 
ly selected” by the legislatures 
of the sev eral states. 
Possibly that 
change 
was 
brought about by some subtle, 
secret efforts of red radicals in 
Europe, bent upon the destruc­ 
tion of republicanism in Amer­ 
ica! 
Quite naturally , the circular 
condemns as “ a body blow” to 
the federal

sev enteenth 
amendment, 
by 
which the election of 
United

senators
